THE ASF will seriously cutback all 
national team preparations over 
the next 12 months. 

This comes through a lack of cash 
flow and a tightening of finances within 
the Federation. 

The decision was taken at the wee- 
kend at an ASF commissioners’ mee- 
ting in Sydney, attended by national 
coach Eddie Thomson and his assi- 
stant Les Scheinflug. 

At the meeting, the coaching duo ta- 
bled their proposed program for the 
four national teams for the next four 
years. 

They were informed, a great deal of 
pruning would have to be done. 

“Times are hard and with the coun- 
try in recession, we have to watch every 
cent,” declared ASF chief exec lan 
Holmes at the weekend. 

“We will do everything in our power 
to give the coaches proper preparati- 
ons for their teams, but there will have

to be cutbacks in their proposed 
program. 

“The simpie reason is, we just can- 
not afford it.” 

National coach Eddie Thomson said 
he understood the situation. 

“1 completely understand the finan- 
cial situation, as money is short eve- 
rywhere at the moment,” he said. 

“It looks as if this will mean a cut- 
back in training camps for all our 
teams. 

“This could prove serious as far as 
the senior Socceroo side and the Yo- 
ung Socceroos are concerned. 

“For we will soon have the World 
Cup qualifiers coming up and there is 
the World Youth championships here 
in 1993. 

“A makeshift preparation for those 
two important events could prove fatal. 

“It is to be hoped that the financial 
situation will improve over the next few 
months, to allow us to proceed with our 
original plans.” 

Because of the financial situation, 


away 


plans to bring the Swiss national team 
here for a tournament in January have 
been shelved. 

Sweden will come as scheduled and, 
most probably be joined by the Korean 
Olympic side. 

The Socceroos will meet Sweden in 
Sydney on January 26, Adelaide on Ja- 
nuary 29 and in Melbourne on Feb 2. 

Curtain raisers between the Korean 
and the Australian Olympic sides will 
be played before the main games. 

Another tournament in June is ho- 
ped to be organised. 

Coaches Thomson and Scheinflug 
also want to take the senior national 
side on tour of Central and South Ame- 
rica next year and the Young Soccero- 
os to a tournament in Israel in De- 
cember. 

However, these suggestions are now 
in the lap of the Gods because of the 
present unstable financial climate. 

If it doesn’t improve, there will be no 
other alternative but to shelve the 
plans.

ONE of the most in-

When that 13 match 
record is compared to 
the one of relegated 
Wollongong Mace- 
donia at the half way 
stage of last season, 
Marconi’s disastrous 
run of outs is clearly a 
sad and sorry one.

That really is nothing 
short of relegation form 
as Macedonia found to 
its enormous cost at the 
end of the season. 

When based on those 
dreadful results there- 
fore, it’s little wonder 
that Marconi got off to 
such a poor start in the 
new campaign. 

The signing of a num- 
ber of new players to 
replace the ones who 
have departed from 
Bossley Park during the 
off season has yet to 
produce the desired ef- 
fect. When this infusion 
of new biood is analy- 
sed, however, it too be- 
comes clear that no in- 
stant miracles can be 
expected. 


Although the loss of 
the highly talented Paul 
Okon was more than 
adequately covered by 
the capture of the equ- 
ally classy Milan Blago- 
jevic, one simply can- 
celled out the other. 

When Marconi paid a 
generous $30,000 for 
Melita’s Gus Cerro it 
sent out an obvious si- 
gnal to the experienced 
Peter Katholos that he 
was no longer wanted. 
Indications so far are 
that Olympic got much 
the better of the deal. It 
will certainly be in- 
teresting to speculate 
which of the two Mick 
Hickman would select 
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in his team if he had 
both players available. 

Former Socceroo 
Robbie Wheatley was 
sold to Parramatta 
Melita after six years of 
loyal service at Bossley 
Park to make way for 
the return to Gary van 
Egmond from Holland. 
Again, no more than a 
straight swap which 
does little to strengthen 
the side. 

Finally, the industri- 
ous Andy Harper was 
recruited from St Geor- 
ge to fill the midfield 
spot left vacant by the 
transfer listed Mark Jo- 
nes, hardly the sort of 
move which promises 
to make a great deal of 
difference. 

Despite all these 
comings and goings, 
one would have to be 
supremely optimistic to 
expect that the current 
squad is going to be that 
far superior to the one 
which produced such 
disappointing results 
towards the latter part 
of last season. 

Perhaps the problem 
at Marconi goes far dee- 
per than that which ap- 
pears on the surface. 
Maybe the expect- 
ations are simply too 
great for a team which 
appears to have not yet 
overcome the heavy 
loss of Frank Farina, 
Fred de Jong and Zlat- 
ko Nastevski from tho- 
se championship win- 
ning sides of 1988 and 
1989. 

Vain attempts to re- 
place the irreplaceable 
can only add unbear- 
able pressure on a side 
which has never looked 
quite the same since the 
departure of that magi- 
cal trio. 

The huge turnover of 
players at Bossley Park 
during the last 18 
months has done noth- 
ing to create any sem- 
blance of stability. In a 
panic-stricken display 
of unmerciful bloodlet- 
ting, no less than 13 
members from the squ- 
ad which failed to com- 
plete a championship 
hat-trick in May of last 
year are now gone. 

Marconi has without 
doubt set a superb

example of what highly 
professional admini- 
stration can achieve 


even in our part-time set- 


up, but no one can even 
expect to have a divine 
right for success. In soc- 
cer, it has an uncanny 
habit of going in cycles. 


No amount of false 
hopes or exaggerated 
expectations can carry a 
team beyond its true ca- 
pabilities and this is 
where the root of the 
problem at Bossley 
Park may possibly lie. 


In both the latter sta- 
ges of last season and 
the early part of the cur- 
rent one, Marconi were 
probably a much better 


side than their disastro- 
us results might indica- 
te. The continuous de- 
mand from supporters 
and media alike for 
them to produce an arti- 
ficially high level of ex- 
cellenceshowever, does 
nothing more than in- 
crease the enormous 
pressure on a team 
which is clearly incapa- 
ble of dominating Aus- 
tralian soccer in the 
same way that their ma- 
gnificent predecessors 
had done in an earlier 
era.

Home town specta- 
tors no longer have the 
pleasure of supporting 
their heroes over a long 
period of time.

Today’s supporter 
has adapted to this situ- 
ation. 

Many of the younger 
fans, used as they are to 
the constant change in 
modern life, probably 
prefer to see new play- 
ers coming in to their 
club every year. 


This constant change 
of players has made the 
team building work of 
coaches much more dif- 
ficult. 

He now needs to 
have player contacts 
world-wide. 

No longer is it eno- 
ugh to find players from 
within your local regi- 
on, even throughout 
Australia. 

For the world is the 

modern player’s oyster. 
' Earlier this year 
whilst trying to form a 
new squad for Southern 
Districts to compete in 
NSW State League, we 
were fortunate to bring 
in a sweeper, Kim 
Moon from Korea and a 
stopper, Claudio Cano- 
sa,from Argentine. 

Neither could speak 
English, but they were 
the strength of our 
team. 

Claudio took longest 
to settle and was occas- 
sionally inconsistent, 
but showed class defen- 
ding, the result of his 
full-time training with 
Racing in Argentina. 

Kim was sent off in 
his second game, but 
went on to show out- 
standing ability as you 
would expect from a 
Korean national “B’ 
team player. 

Claudio (28) now is 
playing in the National 
League with West Ade- 
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laide, while Kim (32) re- 
mains with Southern 
District. 

Now, whilst seeking 
to build another squad 
for Wollongong Mace- 
donia following its exit 
from the National Lea- 
gue last season, where 
once I may just have 
settled on phone calls to 
Sydney players, now 
there are also overseas 
calls. 

Australian players 
are scattered world 
wide. 

Once the thing for 
our players was to go to 
England and leave it at 
that. 


The soccer scene Is 
ry different 


Now they also go to 
Scotland, or head for 
Greece, Belgium, Fin- 
land, even Italy. But 
they are also finding 
that Asia is offering 
full-time football and 
good money. 

Korean football of- 
fers more money than 
that in Hong Kong or 
Malaysia. 

Korea’s top players 
will often drop down a 
peg as they get older to 
play in Hong Kong, or 
Malaysia. 

Earnings of up to 
$100,000 a season await 
Greg Brown if he really 
makes it in Korea. 


The ex-Melita striker 
has to date, impressed 
the Koreans with his 
bustling style which is 
so much different to 
their own. 

For several years 
now, I have been advo- 
cating that our National 
League clubs bring in 
good imports to fill the 
huge gaps made by our 
players going overseas. 

The arrival of Tim 
Bredbury and his exce- 
ptional feats for Sydney 
Olympic surely show 
that there are good 
players to be found. 

There are complica- 
tions; visa problems, 


language difficulties, 
but if you get a Bredbu- 
ry, a Hugo Gimenez,a 
Washington Gonzalez, 
the trouble is wor- 
thwhile. = 

You see, money isn’t 
everything. 

Players will come 
here from our stability, 
quality of life and 
climate. 

Such an environment 
is worth a great deal of 
money, especially to se- 
nior, married players 
with children. 

Speaking to one of 
our former players, 
Zlatko Nastevski, the 
other day, I asked him if 
he would be playing for 
us in State League in the 
winter season, follo- 
wing his loan stint with 
Sydney Olympic. 

“No, I’m going back 
to Malaysia,” he said. 

T said he must like it 
there. "= 

“No! Just the mo- 
ney,” he’said. 

The interchange of 
players from country to 
country is now.a reality 
in modern football. 

We need to accept 
and embrace it more, as 
Melita has done. 

It is the way to bring 
Australian football clo- 
ser to world standard.

PUT the thinking caps 
on, get the brains 
ticking over and try to 
guess who said: “’I 
have players here in 
the first team who 
have difficulty in con- 
trolling or passing a 
ball.” 


If the answer was the 
manager of an English 
Four Division side, the 
trainer of the Vanuatu 
national team or even 
Graham Taylor, you 
probably would not be 
surprised. 

But the correct reply 
might leave you slightly 
taken aback. 

It was Tele Santana, 
manager of Brazilian 
champions Sao Paulo. 

As Santana claims, 
and as the Copa America 
demonstrated all too 
painfully, Brazilian play- 
ers are losing their 
magic. 

We all know, of cour- 
se, that the Brazilian 
game has been in a bad 
way for some time — the 
country’s best (and some 
of their mediocre) players 
have fled to Europe, the 
domestic game is bank- 


rupt and the local direc- 
tors have as much idea 
about organising foot- 
ball as the average polar 
bear. 


But now it is becoming 
clear that the technique 
and skill which always 
have made Brazil’s play- 
ers the envy of the rest of 
the world are being lost 
as well. 

The supply of “‘craqu- 
es”, as the star players 
are called here, has dried 
up. 

And more worrying 
still, the country’s future 
professionals are being 
put through training pro- 
grammes which are bear- 
ing more and more re- 
semblance to English 
style football. 

Plenty on the physical/ 
commitment side, very 
little on the technique 
side. 


Santana, the man who 
put together the magnifi- 
cent 1982 World Cup 
team and the impressive, 
if not so magnificent, 
1986 side, says: “We're 
not worried about the 
‘jogo bonito’ any more. 
We're more interested in 


committing fouls and in 
physical preparation. 
We are forgetting about 
the skill side. 

“‘The people who 
work with junior and 
youth teams have a re- 
sponsibility to their clubs 
to win — it’s win, win, 
win. This means that 
when players get to the 
senior level; they are full 
of defects. They have le- 
arned plenty about phy- 
sical condition, combat 
and running but they 
have forgotten about the 
technical side. 


““We have stopped 
doing what the Brazilian 
knows how to do, which 
is play football. There is 
more interest in combat 
and committing fouls. 


“The strength of our 
game is our technique 
and we’re not making the 
most of this any more. 


“We've fallen away 
and any opponent today 
can cause trouble for 
Brazil — Ecuador and 
Colombia for example.” 

The recent Copa 
America was the perfect 
example of what Santana 
is saying.

Brazil finished second 
but that was not the signi- 
ficant point. 

Far more relevant 
than where Brazil finis- 
hed was the way they 
played. 

Their performance 
was based entirely on 
marking, determination, 
fighting spirit, commit- 
ting fouls and falling 
down in the penalty area. 


Santana adds: “In the 
Copa America, Brazil 
showed a lot of fighting 
spirit and enthusiasm. 


“But this is not enough 
in football. It’s all right to 
worry about getting the 
ball back when the oppo- 
sition has it but when you 
have the ball, you have to 
know what to do with it 
—and we don’t.” 

The fact that Faleao is 
no longer in charge does 
not really matter. 

Brazil is simply not 
producing players as_ it 
used to — and even when 
it does, they have the 
creative stuffing knoc- 
ked out of them. 

At all levels, the talk 
is of determination, 
marking and running.

Disaster seque 


BELGIUM’s highest court of appeal has rejected all petitions by 


senior soccer officials convicted in the 1985 Heysel Stadium 


tragedy. 

It was the third and 
final hearing relating to 
the death of 39 people 
in rioting before the 
European Cup final 
between Liverpool and 
Juventus at Brussels’s 
Heysel Stadium. 

The decision effec- 
tively confirms the ear- 
lier conviction of Hans 
Bangerter, former sec- 
retary-general of the 
European Union of 
Football Associations 
(UEFA), and of UEFA 
itself. 

Bangerter was clea- 
red of involuntary kill- 
ing by gross negligence 
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in the first trial in 1989 
but given a three- 
months suspended sen- 
tence on the same char- 
ge by a first appeals jud- 
ge in 1990. 

The judge found 
Bangerter had been 
negligent in choosing 
the ageing Heysel Sta- 
dium for the European 
Cup match and said 
UEFA should compen- 
sate the victims of the 
disaster and their fami- 
lies for material dama- 
ge and mental suffe- 
ring. 

The highest appeals 
court also confirmed 


the suspended six- 
month jail sentences of 
the former secretary- 
general of the Belgian 
Soccer Union, Albert 
Roosens, and a Belgian 
police captain.

Fourteen of them 
were convicted of man- 
slaughter in the first 
trial.

When France beat Spain in Seville to clinch a berth in the European Championship finals 
next year it was their 21st match under coach Michel Platini - and their 15th win under the 
football legend’s leadership. 


Michel Platini, once a 
fabulous player himself, 
took over as France’s 
national team manager 
in the autumn of 1988. 

It did not start well.

EURO 92 
on TV 


The 1992 European 
Championship finais in 
Sweden will, according 
to reliable forecasts, be 
watched by some3.9 
billion TV viewers in 
120 countries. 

This makes  Euro- 
92 one of the biggest TV 
events in sporting his- 
tory: bigger than the re- 
cent World Athletics 
Championships in To- 
kyo, for instance. 

This also means that 
the finals will receive 
the most attention ever 
given to a sporting 
event in Sweden. Swed- 
ish Television will also 
be committing itself to 
its single biggest under- 
taking ever. 

The Championship 
finals in France in 1984 
were watched by 1.65 
billion TV viewers in 
100 countries. When 
the finals moved to 
West Germany four 
years later the figure 
had almost doubled - 
3.036 billion viewers 
followed the 
Championship on their 
TV sets. 

TV-wise, the largest 
sporting event-ever was 
the World Cup in Italy 
in 1990, when the 52 
matches were watched 
by over 26 billion view- 
ers from 167 countries. 
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> New Brazil coach Carlos Alberto Parreira said he 
intended to use only home-based players for his first 
match in charge, a friendly at home to Yugoslavia 
on October 30. 
Parreira said that in future matches, Brazil 
would also rely mainly upon locally-based players. 
Most of Brazil’s top players are based with Euro- 
pean clubs who often refuse to release them for 
friendlies.

> Ukrainian midfielder Alexander Zavarov is back 
with Nancy in the French First Division. The Soviet 
international was not keen to play there for another 
season but Juventus, who still own hima, received no 
offers for his services. 
> The oil-rich Persian Gulf country of Abu Dhabi is 
keen to host a challenge match between European 
Champions Holland and South American kings 
Argentina some time early in January. Both coun- 
tries have been offered a cool $300,000 each to 
play. 
> Swedish striker Hans Eskilsson is playing football 
again after a year’s enforced absence. 
Enforced not by broken leg, strained ligament or 
damaged cartilage, but by a contractual dispute 
with his erstwhile employers, Portugal’s Sporting 
Lisbon. 
After a special ruling by FIFA Eskilsson, 25, is 
now kicking a ball in earnest again - and back in 
Portugal, with Boavista. 
> Kaiserslautern captain Stefan Kuntz is out of 
action for a month after tearing ligaments in his 
right knee. 
> Because of the problems besetting the unsettled 
country, the start of the Albanian competition has 
been postponed. To keep the clubs occupied, a 48- 
* team cup series is now under way. 

> Hamrun Spartans beat Valletta 1-0 in the final of 
the Maltese Super Cup. 

> At its next Congress in Vancouver on May 2 and 3 
1992, the Confederation for North and Central 
America and the Carribean (CONCACAF) will de- 
liberate on a change of name. Chuck Blazer, CON- 
CACAF’s General Secretary, has called upon all 
member associations to think up suggestions for a 
new appellation. It is hoped that the new name will 
depict the confederation in a simpler and slicker 
way. 

> Former Belgian international Michel Renguin has 
replaced countryman Jan Thyssen as coach of Ser- 
vette Geneva of Switzerland. 

> Mouloudia Olympique have won the 29th Alge- 
rian First Division title. They finished two points 
ahead of AS M’lila and ASM Oran. Mouloudia hail 
from the inland city of Constantine. 

> Atletico Madrid’s flamboyant chairman Jesus Gil 
has been fined $A38,000 by Spain’s Sporting 
Disciplinary Committee today for telling a referee 
he needed psychiatric treatment. 

Referee Juan Brito sent off four Atletico players 
in a friendly last August between GIL’S side and 
Newell’s Old Boys of Argentina. Atletico lost 4-1. 


> Algeria beat Iran 1-0 in Algiers to clinch the 
Afro-Asian Cup.

“T got on with it. Star 
names didn’t bother 
me. 

“But it was 15 mi- 
nutes before Ronnie 
Moran and the rest 
drifted over.

He is no shrinking 
violet. He was tough 
enough as a player to be 
signed for legendary 
hard man Jimmy Scou- 
lar as his replacement at 
Bradford. 

And he thought he 
had the qualifications to 
get it right at Liverpool 
when injury ended his 
playing career. He stu- 
died the manage- 
ment skills that would 
help him put his exper- 
tise over to the kids.

The kids are ham- 
mered in the same 
way as the seniors — 
criticised at every 
turn. 

“Not only that, they 
are treated like dogs- 
bodies. One thing I 
tried to change was the 
business of writing 
training numbers on 
every red sock. 

“Tt took them nearly 
all day. Linen tags 
would have taken half 
the time. It was a waste 
of effort and talent.” 

If nothing else, Cook 
left Liverpool with a 
major gem. “I was so 
excited when I got 
Steve McManaman, 
especially as he looked 
bound for Everton. 
One of the staff told me 
‘I don’t know what you 
see in him!’ I think he 
does now!

“My only fear is that 
they could be asking too 
much of him in their in- 
jury crisis.

And he believes quit- 
ting was the best thing 
his boss could have 
done last February. 

“You wait, You'll 
see a new, relaxed Ken- 
ny at Blackburn. He'll 
be a different person 
away from Liverpool.”
